The olty councl] last night appro-
printed $360 for a permanent miveral
exhibit in Bumpter. The appropria.
tion wua mude uonder that section
of the obarter which provides:

““The oity of Sumpter may pur-
chuse, lease, hold or recelve prop-
erty, real or persopal, within said
oity for publio buildings, public
water workse ® * ® * & * 4ud
all other muoloipal purposes; aud
may * ® * purcbase, hold and
recelve. property, hoth real and per-
sounl, within or beyoud the bound
arien of the oity, to be used for cily
purks, comoteries, honpltnls, "
¢ * & and for other useful, bene
ficinl or ornamental pruposes '’

A petition for wo sppropriation for
# permnnent mineral exhibit here was
presonted to the conpell st the last
regular meetiug of thut body oo Janp-
unry 17, by Aouthony Mohr, sicretmy
of the Sumpter distriet bruueh of
the Oregon Miners' ussocin'ion, who
urged upon the council the
abllity of euncoursging sany move
which would tend to widely udvertise

this camp's richoew, and thereby at- |

traot oupital for investment,

The mayor and all membors of the
oouncll heartily sudorsed the project,
but feared that the charter woula not
permit of an mppropristion for the
purpose named, The mutter was
therefore reforred to the judiviury
ovmmittes, with lustructious to con-
fer with the oity sttorney sud report
buck to sn adjourned meeling of the
oouncil, whioh war held last night.
The judiciary committee fulled to
find wny loophole in the churtor, ul
lowlug an appropristion for such a
purposs, aud decided that the only
course 1o pursue would be to ap
propriste a sum of wmoney for fAtting
up & bulldiog for fre depsrtment
moetings, whioh might then be turned
over by the fire depurtmeut to the
Miners' association fur mineral ex-
hibitlon purposes. The committee
was prepared Lo report to this etfeot,
when Neoretary  Mobr  discovered
and poluted out to the committee
the provision ynoted above,

As a permanuent ore exhibit may
correctly be considoed both *‘useful,
beuetlainl  wnd  orosmentsl,””  the
Jogality of the appropristion eavuvot
be questioned.

The old Vinson bullding, ou Mill
sireet, Lotweon Granite and North,
opposite The Minar ofMlos, will  be
chosets as the parmanent quuarters of
the exhibit  The bailding Is owned
by w lndy lu Seattle, A, I*. Goss belug
the resident agent. The rent ia
werely nominal, snd only » compars
tively smunll sum will be required to
remodel the futerior,

I'he exhibiit will be purely a oity
tustitutivn, but will be uunder the
wusploes of the Suwpter Miners' asso
cintion, the seorstary of whioh, Mr,
Mobr, will personally sttend to the
work of gathering the exhibit and
justalliug it in the most sattractive
mauber.

Necretray Mobr sunounoes that he
will shortly osll a weeting of the
associntion, partioularly of the big
mine operators who are members, for
the purpose of oconcluding arrange-

iwents for an early delivery of ore for
exhibition purposes.

As previously aunvounced, the per-
mansnl ore exhibit will not be a
specimen display. Instead, if Beure-
tary Mobhr's planse do not miscarry,
it wil) cousist of a collection of big
pyramids of ore - 500 or 1000 pounds
each— properly labeled ms to cbhar-
noter, useay value, ete. Photographs
of the quartz mills operativg in this
oamp, and detail maps ot the dls-
triot, will adorn the walls, so that a
visitor at a glance may determine
the biguess of the miveral Industry

Assistant Eogineer Kuebn, of the
Killeu, Warner, Stewart company,
returned yesterduy from the Stavdard
mina, where he has been eugaged
during the past month jo makiog
surface and underground surveys.
He has fitted up a draughting room
in the K. W. 8. offices on lower Mill
street sud will at once reduce bie
fleld notes to detail and topographic
maps.

Eogiveer Kuebn returned with a
complete line of samples from the
Standard, selected with great care
[ from the various payshoots in, this
wulti-metalled ming, where copper,
gold, cobalt, sliver, nlokel and other
valuable minerals sre so abundant.

The recertly completed laborato:y
in connection with the K. W. 8.
offices will shortly be equipped with
an electrolytic apparatus, and pre.
parations are under way to supple
ment the elaboiate test to be made in
Deuver by Prof. Nicholeon, by
thorough auvalysis in the looal
laborntory. Prof. Nicholson, chief
cousulting engineer for the K. W.
8. Co., and general wwstern mau-
ager of the verious properties under

itse control, departed yesterday for
Denver, accompanying 8 1G-ton
shipent of Standard ore, which will

be used in a test te deterwine the
character of reduction wurks to be
erected at the mine in the spring.

Kugineer Kuehn surveyed a site at
the Standard for the proposed mill
and ran levels fo:r two new tunnels,

Some of the gold-cobalt ore speci-
mens brought back by Mr. Kuehn are
almost tabulously rich.

WONDERFUL OLD
AZTEG MINES

Mark W, Musgrove, ploneer min-
ing wau of this oity, who is known
in most miniog camps co the Paolfic
const, has returned home atter a visit
of several months to the old Azteo
mives in southern Colorado. These
mives are tweuty-tive miles sonthweat
of Mancos, a town ou the Rio Grande
Southeru railway., Regarding these
wonderful mines, Mr. Musgrove sald:

‘“‘Looated high on the mountaio
side, the mines commaud the most
maguioent view of the world; and
show to what length the Aztec sense
of the beautiful mnst have been de
veloped, As one rides gradually up
townrd the mines the grandeur and
wagnificence of the view of hill, dale
avd monstet crag dawne upon one,
At the Iabor nod skill of this so call-

but wouder, Here are citioy that
covered a thousand scres: aund in the
town are to be found single buildings
of 100 rooms--and some of these
bulldings are today slmost as perfect
as at the time they were fluished. In
these cities were vast auditoriums,
where the multitudes must have

'gathered. There wera public squares

jn which bad been built pullic or
baptiemal fountains; and at present
many of these ruins are far out ov
thejdesert, milea from tbe rumniug
water of today.

‘‘Heneath some of the ruins pot-
tery has been uncovered, aud bas the
appearance of having been used for
cooking purposes; and other pottery

bas been found that is as bright and

ed savage race, n man of todey can |
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new as though it bad never been
used.

‘‘Most remarkable of all, perhaps,
are the remains of an Iirrigation
system that must have been one of the
greatest pieces of that class of work
ever carried through by engineers,
anolent or modern. Ho vast were the
flumes carryiog this water that moun-
talns were cleft to make way for the

projects.
‘““The present tenants of these
lands, the Utes and Navajo Indiuns,

are as ioteresting as the ruines by
| which they are surrounded. Although
these tribes herd their cattle, gouts
and sheep on the same ranges ard
trade at the same stores, the one cute
bis bair short and the other wears his
hair loog. The Nuavajo women
weavers make blankets that when
folded bold watér; and the Ute
womel ' wouldn't make a blanket if
it were to save their lives, Navajo
Indiane are expert jewelers, fash-
loning beautiful bracelets aud orna-
meunts from silver; but the Ute In-
dians can do nothiog of the kind. |
f)und that some of these Indlan
jewelers make perfect Mesaonic em-
blems, causiug me to believe that at
some time they must bave been up in
Masonio rights.

‘‘Added to the mysteries I have
just related is the wystery of lost
rivers, madly flowing <treams rush-
ivg aloug, ouly to disappear In
the earth and be seen no more.
Suoch are the thinge tu be found in
the district ten miles from the four
coruers, the corners where Colorado,
Arizona, New Mexico and Utah meet.

‘‘But this country is also great iu
ity resources. Huge coal veins, in
many places showing on the surface
to be from six feet to fifty feet in
width, run through the country.
Copper deposits, vome of them very
rich in vative copper, are to be found
in the hills. In svme of the oun-
yone batural flows of ofl ure tc be
found, some of them without work
having been done seeping five or
six barrels o! oll per day. Plaver
deposits are both rioch and exten-
sive and are near the surfave, the
gold beine fine aud flaky, getting
courser and heavier as work pro-
ceeds to bed rock. Proipeots bave
been found frequently showing as
wany as 200 colors to the pan.
These bars extend for miles, and
conservative miners estimate that
they would yield 0560 oceunta per
ouble yard on the average, although
ranuing muoh more at places. There
ure no large bowlders and no oce-
ment gravel--and ample ccal and
water i9 to be had.

‘‘Many mivers are taking out
from 83 to 85 per day with the
rocker, Woar dredge work the low
burs could be worked with a dredge
at 2 cents per yard. The high
bars could be worked with gilants,
So fur the great trouble has been to
divert the waters of the San Jaun
river,''—Spokesman- Review,
